Tobacco and Hard Times. 

Now-a-days how often do we hear people 
complaining of hard times! They are poor, 
they find it hard to provide for their daily 
wants; they have nothing to give to the 
cause of God, And yet how much of this 
want and destitution arise from their own 
bad habits. Just read the following para- 
graph ?—A merchant of New York, lately on 
a visiting and colle cting tour in Illinois, was 
disgusted and shocked at the enormous to- 
bacco chewing and smoking, which he day 
by day witnessed. It seemed tohim a prac- 
tice almost universally indulged in by young 
and old, in every rank and condition in life. 
One day this same merchant, while travelling 
from one place to another, on a railroad re- 
solved to tind out how many persons in the 
car in which he was seated, used the filthy 
weed. ‘There were twenty-two and two wo- 
men present, and eightcen men of the num- 
ber admitted that they used tobacco, at a 
cost, in an aggregate $387 per annum. Each 
man made his own individual estimate, which 
was given and put down in a memorandum- 
book, and the total footing was as we have 
stated. Now this would be an average of 
about $17 per individual. That would be 
too high an average estimate, of course, for 
the whole population of the State.

Whitewash is 
one of the most valuable articles in the world, 
when properly applied,

or twice every year with a good coat of 
whitewash, which should be prepared in the 
following way: Take aclean, water-tight 
barre! or other suitable cask, and put into it 
half a bushel of lime, Slack it by pouring 
| water over it, boiling hot, andin sufficient 
| quantity to cover it five inches deep, and stir 
When the 
slaking has been effected, dissolve it in wa- 


| 


|ter, and add two pounds of sulphate of zinc, 


and one of common salt. These will cause 
the wash to harden, and prevent its cracking, 
| which gives an unseemly appearance to the 
work. If desirable, a beautiful cream color 
| may be communicated to the above wash, by 
adding three pounds of ye llow ochre; ora 
| good pearl or lead color, by the addition of 
lamp, vine or ivory black. For fawn color, 
jadd four pounds umber—Turkish or Ameri- 
jcan (the latter is the cheapest)—one pound 
| Indian red and one pound common lampblack. 
For common stone color, add four pounds

Numerous are the wants af mankind and 
numerous the kinds of labor requisite to sup- 
ply them, ‘The farmer has no time to pursue 
the mechanio arts, He finds jt better to saw 
and plant more than he wants himself, that 
he may have something for the artisans who 
make and mend his plough, his carts and ath- 
er farming instruments, In this way the 
wants of each are supplied as the reward of 
honest toil, The same relationship exists 
throughout the length and breadth of society, 
each produces in his own department of la- 
bor more than he wants himself, and ex- 
changes of the surplus with others for what 
he needs of their productions, In this 
each pays honestly far what he yses, and vir- 
tually confuims to the Divine command, al- 
ready quoted. 

All labor is not physioal labor. There 1s 
work with the brain —severe tail—resulting in 
the highest goad ta mankind, ‘The man who 
invents our machinery is a producer no less 
than he who operates that machinery aftcy it 
is devised and constructed. The idle man 
no more uses his brain than he does his limbs, 
and on the ather hand, he who engages in 
brain- work alone, knows as well as any one, 
what hard work is. Look at the professional 
man whois worthy the appellation. Is he 
idle? Does he spend hours and days i 
dreamy listlessness? Were he to du so, he 
would soon sink so low as to lose his stand- 
ing among the honorable in his ealling, No. 
He trims the midnight lamp, and while the 
world about him is buried in steep, he digs 
in solitude for gems of knowledge, more 
valuable to him and to the world than the 
glittering, ores of California. 

We often mect with individuals who com- 
plain of their hard lot, and censure Provi- 
idence for withholding from them an abun- 

dance of this world’s goods. They forget 
that * God helps those who help themsel ves."' 
They wish Jupiter to pull their wheels out of 
the mud, while they sitand look on. Bur 
what said the Olympian Divinity to the man 
who implored his aid? 
to the wheel and the whip to the horses.” 
So must it be in the affairs of life, —there 
must be more lifting and less idle loungi 
‘There is no wonder that so many find it im- 
possible to make the two ends of the year 
meet, much less to lay up anything againot a 
rainy day."’ The cause is obvious,—there 
is too little productive labor performed in 
such families, while the expenditures are 
upon a scale commensurate with those in in- 
dependent circumstances, This attempt to 
make an appearance in the world—all at the 
expense of others—brings no true satisfaction, 
It is like borrowing pictures and plate for a 
wedding or party, in the vain hope that we 
shall thereby be thought possessed of abun- 
dant wealth, 

Itis not degrading—it is honorable, truly 
noble, to be found constantly engaged in 
some useful, productive employment. ‘There 
are men in all the callings and professions ot 
life, who accomplish nothing in the places 
they occupy. They were too indolent to 
master the first principles of their business, 
and are now incompetent,
